Search for Conley Baker, Jr. 
Ends Tragically 



After seven 
days of searching and 
100's of searchers 
including rescue dogs 
and helicopters, the 
Owsley County Sheriff 
Kelly Shouse, Deputy's 
Ivan Fletcher and 
Tyler Burns and Shane 
Byrd from the Owsley 
County Rescue Squad 
found Conley Baker, 

Jr. deceased. On 
Wednesday a member 
of the Bear Track Fire 
Department member 
found Baker's boots 
which ultimately led 
to a trail that helped 
to find him the follow¬ 
ing day. 

According to 
the Owsley County 
Sheriff's office, Baker 
left his home and 
went into the woods 
on Thursday June 
11th after pleas from 
his family not to 
leave. That Thursday 


evening, the search 
began for Baker and 
continued until he 
was found. Baker 
was found approxi¬ 
mately 1 Vi miles from 
his home on a ridge in 
Laurel Fork. 

According to 
Rob Morgan, Owsley 
County Coroner, Baker 
had been deceased 
for three days. Mor¬ 
gan also stated he 
wanted to thank 
the Knott County 
Rough Terrain Team 
and the Bell County 
Search and Rescue 
Squad for their help 
with bringing Bak¬ 
ers remains from the 
hillside. "They were so 
respectful and courte¬ 
ous", stated Morgan, "I 
couldn't have ask for 
a better group to help 
us."

Ovarian Cancer 
Screening Program 


The Owsley 
County Extension 
Service arranged for 4 
ladies to participate in 
the U.K. Ovarian Screen¬ 
ing Project at the U.K. 
Markey Cancer Center on 
Wednesday, June 17th. 
This is the 2nd trip that 
we have taken this year. 

Ovarian cancer 
screening is performed 
using ultrasound (sound 
waves). These sound 
waves can form an ac¬ 
curate picture of each 
ovary, and even small 
tumors can be detected. 
The screening procedure 
is painless and takes 5-10 
minutes. Ovarian cancer 
screening is performed 
at the University of 
Kentucky as part of a 
research study. The goal 
of this study is to deter¬ 
mine the effect of annual 
ultrasound screening on 
the early detection of 
ovarian cancer. Thus far, 
annual ultrasound screen¬ 
ing has resulted in detect¬ 
ing ovarian cancer at 
an earlier stage, and the 
survival of women whose 
cancers were detected 
by screening is higher 
than those who did not 
have screening. Women 
eligible for participation 
in the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Ovarian Cancer 
Screening Program are all 
women 50 or more years 
of age or women 25 or 


more years of age with a 
family history of ovarian 
cancer, who can under¬ 
stand & provide neces¬ 
sary information. The 
most common symptoms 
of ovarian cancer are 
feeling bloated, increase 
abdominal size, and 
pelvic pressure. Although 
many women experi¬ 
encing such symptoms 
will not be diagnosed as 
actually having ovarian 
cancer, it is recommend¬ 
ed that all women noting 
the described symptoms 
consult their physician as 
soon as possible. 

We have another 
trip scheduled in Novem¬ 
ber for 6 new ladies and 
a December trip for 6 
new ladies as well. If you 
are interested in being 
screened and are eligible 
for the screening, please 
let me know by calling 
(606)593-5109 and we 
will put you on our list to 
get you registered for an 
appointment. Early detec¬ 
tion is the key!
